He said a small 
quantity of bromide, which retards 
fire for a traction of a second, had 
been found In dhouf 2 per cent of the 
army’s cartridges. Confidence was ex­ 
pressed by the general that the board 
would find that the defect was un­ 
avoidable and not due to negligence 
either on the part of the manufactur­ 
ers who supplied the chemical to the 
government arsenal at TFrankfort, or 
to ordnance department inspectors. 
The senate committee decicfhd 
to 
call Secretary Baker befor? it for an 
explanation of the matter and will 
then decided whether to pursue an in­ 
vestigation of its own. 
Whether the 
inquiry suggested by General Crozier 
shall be made will be decided by Sec­ 
retary Baker when the request reaches 
him tomorrow.
